Most of us can’t make 
any money there.

But if 
y ou’re looking at return, a lot 
of stocks aren’t bad.”

Th e current market low is 
“ definitely not panicsv ille,’’ he 
stressed. “ It 
certainly 
isn’t 
justified.’’ 
And Dick Frizell, inv estment 
officer in the trust depatment 
of First National Bank, noted 
that “ while we’re not brokers, 
we feel the stock market is 
reacting sharply to American 
economic problems. The in­ 
v estor needs to hold for the 
long pull, since many analy sts 
see a new solid base forming 
for the economy and an uphill 
surge.”

“ The guy with $3,000-14,000 in 
the market is reacting partly 
because his wife is on his back, 
reminding him when those 200 
shares were worth $10,000,” he 
ex plained. 
“ He’s pessimistic, he's had 
enough. What happens when all 
the av erage ray s, like me, 
hav e taken their looses? The 
big money comes in to buy 
what we’v e dropped.” 
The odd thing, he noted, is 
that “ a couple of guy s who 
came in this morning to sell 
didn’t hav e to, could hav e stuck 
it out, but the down psy chology 
got to them.”

Chancellor Varner believes it im­ 
p ortant that the university community contribute 
meaningfully to the p olitical p rocess but that 
the institution stick to its role of disseminating 
and seeking knowledge.

teacher may p rop erly be considered 
p olitical if he becomes an advocate in the 
classroom, not a searcher for the truth.

An institution becomes p olitical if it p ermits 
its facilities, comp uters, telep hones and other 
equip ment to be used by students and faculty 
for causes or p olitical movements. It becomes 
p olitical if it bows to the p olitical dernands 
of some and denies the rights of others, inside 
or outside of the institutions. 
Chancellor Varner believes that the land- 
grant universities can, and should, continue to

Washington — Between now and June 30, the 
administration will make every effort to with­ 
draw American troop s from Cambodia. Mean­ 
while, senators on Cap itol Hill who favor p resent 
p olicy will striv e to p ostp one a vote on the 
amendment 
which 
seeks 
to 
deny funds for the use of our 
m ilita^ forces in any op era­ 
tions in Cambodia. 
The p robability is that the 
p rop osed amendment to an ap ­ 
p rop riation bill will be subject 
to a filibuster and will reach 
a vote only after our troop s 
have been withdrawn. By that 
time, the language of the reso- 
lution will not have much meaning with resect 
to op erations now taking p lace. Rather it will be 
considered an effort to p revent rep etition of such 
ex p editions by this country . 
So far as the administration is concerned, it 
will continue the p roject which was begun on Ap ril 
30 to wip e out Communist sanctuaries in Cam­ 
bodia Rep . Gerald Ford, Rep ublican leader in the 
House, made p ublic a few day s ago a list of eneiny 
war materiel cap tured in the sanctuaries m the 
first two weeks of the op eration. He declared that, 
had the weap ons not been seized by U.S. and South 
Vietnamese forces, they would have been used 
against American troop s in Vietnam. He p ointed 
out that the rice cap tured would have fed a Com­ 
munist army of more than 109,000 for a month. 


There is no thing to prev ent the So uth Viet­ 
namese fro m keeping an ey e o n the enemy bases 
in Cambo dia. If they sho uld be rebuilt and resup­ 
plied, measures wo uld be taken by the Saig o n 
Ko v emment to clean them o ut ag ain.

The sanctuaries were a sup p ly center on the 
very flank of the American and South Vietnamese 
forces, and the Communists needed these bases in 
order to keep up their attacks and to mount large 
offensives. President Nix on was imp ressed with 
the argument that, as the American forces were 
being reduced in South Vietnam, it would be 
necessary to make sure that the remaining 
servicemen would be p rotected 
from 
such 
assaults. 
Ford p ointed out that the bases in Cambodia 
constituted “an enormous enemy armed camp 
within a few miles of Saigon.” He also declared 
that many who object to the limited op erations of 
U.S. troop s in Cambodia “seem to forget that the 
Communist North Vietnamese have invaded 
Cambodia, violated its neutrality for over six 
y ears, and established what had been a military 
sanctuary from which to attack American soldiers 
and to destroy all our efforts at U.S. withdrawal 
and p acification.” ^

As fo r tho se members o f the Senate who are 
co ncentrating o n the amendment to bar further 
o peratio ns in Cambo dia, they are mo stly co n­ 
cerned with tho se seg ments o f an uninfo rmed 
public who arc thinking o nly in terms o f “ peace at 
any price.” Leg islatio n o rdering a suspensio n o f 
funds fo r this purpo se will in itself be meaning less 
after the co mpletio n o f the American ex peditio n 
into Cambo dia nex t mo nth. Meanwhile, the real 
pro blem is being o v erlo o ked — ho w to persuade 
the No rth Vietnamese and Viet Co ng to neg o tiate 
meaning fully at the peace table.

The legislation would require 
American banks to photocopy 
all checks, withdrawals and

require citizens and 


residents of the United States 
to disclose any transactions 
with foreign banks and finan­ 
cial institutions; and impose 
upon Americans buying U.S.

‘Missio n 100’ to Ho no r

They tell two v ery different 
stories. 
One teen-ager — on dru gs for 
more than 
six 
months 
— 
believ es they hav e improv ed 
his life. Another teen-ager — 
now off dru gs — say s his life 
was nearly ru ined by them. 
Both cò me from middle or 
u pper middle class Nebrask a 
homes. Both are intelligent. 
Each has ^ definite stand on 
dru gs. 
One is an 18 -y ear-old high 
school honor stu dent. His first 
name is Tom. His parents don’t 
k now he u ses, 
dru gs a nd 
neither do the police. 
The other is a 19-y ear-old 
Univ ersity of Nebrask a stu ­ 
dent. Rich is completing a one- 
y ear probationary period for 
' possession of mariju ana. 
First, Tom’s story , in his own 
words; 
“This friend of mine told me 
abou t all the fu n he was hav ing 
with grass on week ends. Well, 
school was getting me down, 
home was getting me down, so 
I figu red, what the hell? 
“My parents are v ery pro 
tectiv e. They treat me lik e I’m 
12. And school is a waste of 
time. So many ridicu lou s ru les 
and regu lations, lik e the silly 
dress 
codes. 
School 
ad­ 
ministrators won’t listen to the 
stu dents. And it’s all so slow. I 
cou ld 
hav e learned 
in six 
months what it’s tak en fou r 
y ears for the school to teach 
me. 
“Any way , I decided to giv 
mariju ana a try . First, I read 
u p on it a bit and tried to sort 
ou t the tru th. I decided giv ing 
it one try wou ldn’t hu rt. 
“Last October, this friend of 
mine and I stay ed home from 
school and smok ed u p in my 
k itchen. B e a u t i f u l , 
ju st 
beau tifu l. I’v e been smok ing 
grass pretty regu larly since 
And I’v e dropped a little speed 
and mescaline. I’m a better 
person for it. 
“I u sed to drink occasionally 
and I feit gu ilty abou t it. I u sed 
to steal things all the time, and 
I really felt gu ilty abou t that. 
Bu t I don’t feel gu ilty at all 
abou t 
grass 
or 
speed 
or 
mescaline. No gu ilt at all. And 
I don’t drink or steal any 
more. 
“All this baloney abou t y ou r 
grades dropping when y ou go 
on dru gs. My grades hav e im­ 
prov ed, 
and 
I’m 
stu dy ing 
less. 
“I’m generally a more honest 
person now. I can’t,say it was 
the dru gs, really . It’s ju st that 
my friends who are on the stu ff 
are so honest and open abou t 
ev eiy thing t h a t I can’t be 
dishonest. 
“I u sed to try to u se grass to 
reliev e my depression — I’m a 
pretty high-stru ng person — 
bu t it doesn’t work . So I u se 
grass to learn. I hav e a deep 
crav ing for k nowledge. Ju st as 
I read to learn, I smok e u p to 
gain new ex periences. 
“ And it’s fu n, too. 
When 
y ou ’re stoned on grass, y ou see 
all ty pes of things. You can 
carry on long conv ersations 
with other people and not say a 
word. 
All 
with 
the 
ey es 
Sometimes y ou ju st sit arou nd 
and lau gh for hou rs. One time 
I lau ghed for abou t 20 minu tes 
becau se my friend look ed ju st 
lik e Yogi Bear. And things that 
are u gly don’t bother y ou any 
more. 
“Adu lts say to k ids, ‘What’s 
wrong 
with 
the 
y ou nger 
generation? We try to raise 
them properly and what do 
they do. They freak ou t on acid 
and get stoned on grass.’ Well, 
I’v e got an answer for that. 
You think ou r generation is 
bad? You r generation is hook ed 
on booze, and that gets y ou 
nowhere. 
“One thing that really scares 
me is acid. I’m nev er going to 
fool with that stu ff. I’m going 
to stay away from chemicals. 
And I can’t see something lik e 
heroin either. I saw a ju nk ie 
once and it was pretty sad. 
' 
“Listen, I’m not ou t to shoot 
u p my mind. I don’t want to 
become a speed freak , or a 
ju nk ie or end u p in a psy cho 
ward. I don’t want to hu rt 
any body . And I certainly don’^ 
want to hu rt my self.’’ 
Now, Rich: 
“The first time I scored was 
at 
a 
bowling 
alley 
in 
Scottsblu ff. 
I 
was 
16 a nd 
work ing ou t there du ring the 
su mmer. One night I got pretty 
dru nk . I was with this chick , 
and some gu y s we met at the 
bowling alley had some grass. I 
bou ght two joints for a bu ck , 
apiece and got stoned. I lik ed 
I 
it. It was fu n. 
“I was going to prep school 
in Minnesota at the time, and 
when I got back , all my friends 
were dropping acid. So I gav e 
it a try . I was completely 
ov erwhelmed. 
It 
w a s 
a 
tremendou s e m ot i ona l 
ex ­ 
perience. I said, ‘This is great, 
this is it, this is what I’v e been 
look ing for.’ 
“It was su ch a tremendou s 
ex perience I tried it ov er and 
ov er. I dropped acid abou t 36 
times in the nex t six months. I 
felt it was filling a v oid inside 
me. I had felt a lack of edu ca­ 
tion, 
a 
lack 
of family , a 
spiritu al lack . And boredom. 
Ju st plain boredom with the 


mediocre way of life. I ju st 
cou ldn’t hack it. man. 
“After a while some of the 
bad side effects of acid took 
hold. 
Paranoia, 
e x t r e m e 
depression, all k inds of fears. I 
became distru stfu l of people. I 
thou ght my friends were fak e 
and 
insincere. 
I su lk ed. 
I 
literally cou ldn’t tak e 
it. 
I 
wou ld become so depressed I 
wou ldn’t get ou t of bed for 
three day s at a time. 
“Becau se of my depression 


and distru st of other people, I 
wou ld spend most of my time 
alone, 
and 
my 
depression 
wou ld 
increase. 
It’s 
really 
u nimaginable 
u nless 
y ou ’v e 
been mentally ill y ou rself. You 
lov e dru gs, bu t they do this to 
y ou . 
“Pretty ssoon y ou start tak ­ 
ing more acid as a means of 
coping with the depression, the 
fears, the anx iety . As long as 
y ou ’re stoned, y ou ’re free and 
happy . 


“You look at a landscape and 
see su ch beau ty y ou nev er 
imagine ex isted. You can feel 
the beau ty , really feel it, all 
ov er y ou r body . And relation­ 
ships with people thrill y ou . 
Bu t then y ou come down as the 
acid wears off, and y ou see 
that 
the 
beau ty 
no 
longer 
ex ists. You see the world as it 
really is, and y ou become de­ 
pressed again. 


“There was no way ou t. I 
cou ldn’t cope with problems. 
Faced with a task , I wou ld get 
stoned on acid to escape the 
challenge. 
And 
alway s 
this 
gnawing depression. Some of 
my teachers tried to help, bu t 
for some reason I didn’t feel I 
really needed help. 
“Then I got bu sted. I was 
arrested 
for 
possession 
of 
mariju ana. I had been think ing 
of q u itting, bu t I k new it wou ld 
be tou gh. I gu ess getting bu sted 


was 
su fficient 
shock 
treat­ 
ment. 
“I think I’m on the road 
back . I’v e 
been 
u ndergoing 
psy chiatric treatment for abou t 
a y ear. Bu t I’m still feeling the 
effects of one really bad ex ­ 
perience I had abou t 14 months 
ago that acid has made more 
lasting. Lu ck ily , 
I q u it before I 
was completely bu rned ou t.” 
Wednesday : 
Psy chiatrists 
discu ss why y ou ths “ tu rn on 
and tu ne ou t.”

MUELLER PLANETARIUM. Tho Planetarium 
features regular sky shows. The museum 
contains one of the world's foremost col­ 
lections of modern and fossil elephants. 
TheSTATE CAPiTOLis surmounted bya32Vi- 
foot high bronze statue, “The Sower." Of 
particular interest is the Supreme Court 
Chamber's ornate walnut ceiling and the 
rotunda’s mosaic dome. The governor’s 
MANSION may be inspected every Tuesday. 
Notable murals are found in the fir s t na­ 
tio n a l SANK and the pershinq memorial 
AUDITORIUM. For fascinating displays of 
firearms, pioneer relics and Indian items, 
see the Nebraska state h isto rical society 
MUSEUM.

100m. BEATRICE, on tho banks of tho 
Big Blue River. Once a funnel town for 
frontier homesteaders, Beatrice is a busy 
agricultural and industrial center today. 
The old pioneer days are remembered in. 
some of the city’s structures and, more 
emphatically, at the homestead national 
MONUMENT, four miles northwest via Route 
4. This 160-acre preserve covers the first 
quarter-section, of 120,000,000 acres of 
land, claimed under the Homestead Act of 
1862. Daniel Freeman was the settler. 
Here you'll find a pionéer cabin stocked 
with authentic frontier items, as well as a 
museum that displays early household 
equipment, tools, machinery and other 
relics.
